Localized French attacks 
against Tunisian army strong- 
points on the outskirts of the 
city burst into a full-scale as- 
sault just after noon.

Tunisian President 
Bourguiba told the nation in a

The battle for Bizerte city 
came as casualties mounted. in 
the French-Tunisian showdown | 
that threatened to grow into all- 
out war between the two coun- 
tries. 


Unofficial estimates said more 
than 200 persons had been killed 
and hundreds injured in the 
Bizerte area 
broke out Wednesday when 
French troops resisted blockade 
action by Tunisians seeking to 
oust them from their naval base.

In the Sahara, more than 500 
miles south of Bizerte, French 
tank columns, planes and desert- | 
trained commandos were clash- 


ing with a Tunisian force of |

Favors District Plan to 
Curb Big Cities’ 
Power in Presidential 


Vote. 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 
Former President Harry S. Tru- 
man has agreed with two Re- 
publican national chairmen that 
the presidential election system 
should be changed to curb the 
power of the big cities. 

Truman would have. two elec- 
tors chosen at large in each 
state and the remainder picked 
by congressional districts. 

Adoption of a similar district 
plan recently was urged by the 
Republican national chairman, 
Representative William E. Mil- 
ler of New York, and his imme- 
diate predecessor, Senator Thrus- 
ton B. Morton of Kentucky. 

Truman’s views are set forth 
in a letter to Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver, (Dem.), Tennessee, 
chairman of a Senate judiciary 
subcommittee that recently com- 
pleted hearings on proposed con- 
stitutional amendments to over- 
haul the electoral college system. 

In the letter, made public by 
Kefauver yesterday, Truman 
wrote that ‘‘the problem we face 
today is that of the emergence 


of the big cities into political 
|overbalance, with the threat of 


imposing their choices on the 


| rest of the country.’ 


He said the plan he submitted 
“to offset such 
encroachment by the big cities.’ 

The only other living former 
Presidents, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and Herbert Hoover, pre- 
viously had written Kefauver in 
support of improvements in the 
present system but _ without 
favoring any particular plan.

WHEATON, Ill., July 21—The 


government of DuPage county 
managed to keep up with rapid 
population growth in the middle 
1950s by converting to business 
machines, County Treasurer 
Donald R. Smith told the Post- 
Dispatch today. 

‘“*Tax bills were going out 
four to five months late because 
we couldn’t keep pace with the 
population increase using old 
methods of assessing and ex- 
tension,’’ Smith said. ‘‘First in- 
stallments were being paid Sept. 
1 instead of June 1, as the law 
requires.” 

From 1950 to 1960, the popula- 
tion of DuPage county, which is 
west of Chicago, climbed from 
154,599 to 315,000. It became the 
second largest county in the 
State. 

DuPage has an assessed val- 
uation of $1,300,000,000 and prac- 
tically all real estate is resi- 
dential. It has become the lead- 
ing Chicago ‘‘bedroom’’ county. 
St. Clair county, part of the St. 
Louis metropolitan complex, has 
a population of more than 260,- 


000 and an assessed valuation of . 


$710,000,000. 

Borrowing by Taxing Bodies. 

“Taxing bedies were being 
forced to issue anticipation war- 
rants because we were getting 
behind in tax _ collections,” 
Smith told the Post-Dispatch. 
*‘We decided that mechanization 
was the answer. We mechan- 
ized our offices and established 
a separate IBM center iin a six- 
month period in 1955.” 

Smith said these advantages 
resulted from mechanization: 

1. Clerical errors were elim- 
inated from the tax books. Many 
errors had been made because 
the treasurer ‘and clerk were 
forced to add many. inexperi- | 
enced part-time workers during | 
the tax extension and collection | 
period. | 

2. Taxes are distributed rapid- | 
ly. Taxing districts begin receiv-| 
_ing money two weeks after the 
bills go out in April, 

3. The number of employes of | 
county offices remains constant. | 
Machines can handle an increas- | 
ing amount of work without the 
hiring of extra help. 

John Kelly was treasurer when 
DuPage county made the switch 
to maghines and Smith was his. 
chief deputy. Kelly now is Smith's 
deputy. A county treasurer in 
Illinois cannot succeed himself. 

‘Mechanized in Six Months. 

*‘We mechanized the entire tax 
cycle in those six months,” 
Smith said. “I wouldn’t want to 
go through it again.”’ 

Major St. Clair taxing bodies 
were forced to spend more than) 
$200,000 in interest on anticipa- 
tion warrants last year because 
of prolonged delays in collecting 
taxes. Much of the tax cycle! 
work is still done laboriously by 
clerks there.

One is a Republican and the 
other a Democrat. 


In St. Clair county, tax collec- 
tions still are by the 22 township 
collectors.’ Only one made an 
effort to enforce collections last 
year. Less than 10 per cent of 
the people in East St. Louis and 
less than 13 per cent of the peo- 
ple in Centreville Township paid 
the personal property tax in 
1960. 


Study Under Way. 


The assessment program in St. 
Clair county. is directed by a 
five-man elected Board of Asses- 
scrs and a 
Board of Review. A _ study is 
under way by the St. Clair 
«county Board of Supervisors to 
determine whether the system 
should be abolished in favor of 
appointed qualified appraisers. 


Assessing is done by nine 
township assessors in Du Page 
county but assessments are 
checked by a five-man super- 
vising office. The head of the 
office, who is a deputy treas- 
urer, receives $8000 a year. 


The treasurer’s office occupies 
two floors of the main court- 


house. Machines which do much 


of the work for both the treas- 
urer and clerk are grouped in 
one large room. In addition, the 
treasurer uses two other large 
rooms, three offices for himself 
and deputies, a delinquent per- 
sonal property office, an office 
for the supervisor of assess- 
ments and a storage vault which 
would hold the entire St. Clair 


county treasurer's Office. 


No Regular Employes Ousted. 


‘“‘There was some resistance to 
mechanization at first,’”’ Smith 


said, “‘but everybody is sold on 


the setup now. We had to sell 
our own employes who thought 
they were being replaced by 
machines. No regular employe 
lost his job.” 

Smith is directing some work 
which ordinarily is done by the 
county clerk. There was some 
dispute about transferring the 
work at first, Smith said, but the 
centralization in one office has 
been found to be much more 
efficient. The treasurer has 42 
employes and the clerk 30. 


“We pay a rental of $2500 a 
month for the machines and the 
cost is shared by the treasurer 
and clerk,’”’ Smith said. ‘They 
keep bringing out new and better 
machines and we find it more 
_expedient to rent than to buy 
them.” 

The machines prepare itemized 
‘tax bills so that the taxpayer 
knows where his money is going.

680,390. His expenses were $281,- 
507 and he was able to turn in

from taxes. 

The general fund in DuPage 
county Operates with a tax rate 
of 4.6 cents. St. Clair county, 
which operated with a 10-cent 
general fund rate last year, col- 
lected $1,332,660 for the géneral 
fund. 

St. Clair county is more than 
$1,000,000 in debt and has been 
going further into debt at a rate 
of $100,000 a year.

YOUTH GETS 10 YEAR

Robert V. May Jr., 18 years 
old, who shot and killed his fa- 
ther last Jan. 20 in their home, 
1235 Grenshaw drive, Bellefon- 
taine Neighbors, was sentenced 
today to 10 years in prison. 


He pleaded guilty to a charge 
of manslaughter in the court of 
Circuit Judge Franklin Ferriss 
in Clayton at an appearance last 
June 19.

Grissom delayed departure 
from the Liberty Bell 7 a mo- 
mént until he completed his 
pilet’s checklist. He told the 
recovery team to ‘wait two 
more minutes.” 

An official of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration said ‘‘that sounds just 
like Gus.” 

Grissom was in radio contact 
with the crews of the two marine 
rescue helicopters. When he was 
making the check, the hatch 
blew out and he scrambled out. 

His space suit was buoyant, 
and he was never in danger of 
sinking, but he went under water 
briefly in the wake from the heli- 
copter rotor blade. 

One of the helicopters came 
dangerously close to falling into 
the sea when its engine began to 
fail while trying to lift the water- 
filled space craft. 

The second helicopter lowered 
a cable and “‘horse collar’ sling 
to Grissom after he had been 
swimming for what the pilot, 
Capt. Phillip Upschulte of Quin- 
cy, Ill., estimated at two to four 
minutes. 

First Lt. James Lewis Jr. of 
Houston and Lufkin, Tex., was 
piloting the primary Marine heli- 
copter. He reached the scene 
shortly after Liberty Bell 7 
splashed into the water about 
seven miles from the carrier. 

No Indication of Trouble. 

Lewis and his co-pilot, Lt. John 
R. Reinhard of Bloomington, IIl., 
talked to Grissom on the radio 
and he gave no indication that 
he was in trouble. 

The astrounaut requested that 
they wait a few minutes before 
starting the recovery operation 
while he made readings of his 
instruments. The copter hovered 
above for about 11 minutes. 

“Then we suddenly saw the 
hatch blow off,”’ Lewis said. ‘‘We 
were only about 10 to 20 feet

Cox lowered the horse collar 
to Grissom, who put it on and 
was then dragged along for 
about 15 fee’ before he was 
lifted from the sea and put 
into the cabin. 

Cox said the astronaut shook 
hands silently and sat down. 
Lewis, meanwhile, managed to 
get the antenna of the space craft 
cut and secured a cable and hook 


'to the rung atop the capsule 
which was by then almost be- 


neath the surface. 

At that time, a light flashed 
indicating engine trouble. Fear- 
ing he might lose his helicopter, 
Lewis cut loose from the cap- 
sule, which’ then sank. Lewis 
headed swiftly for the Randolph 
where he ianded ahead of Gris- 
som.

The Fallacy in Kerr-Mills 


I have written to Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis suggesting that in 
view of the forthcoming hearings in 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on proposals for health care 
for aged through the Social Security 
system, he may be interested to 
note the outcome of proposals for 
medical care legislation in the Mis- 
eouri Legislature this year. 


Medical Care: S.B. 356, raising to 
$110 the maximum for completely 
bedfast and totally disabled recipi- 
ents, died in the Senate Committee 
on Economics. 


H.B. 134, allowing $10 supplement 
for medical care, died in the House 
Committee on Social Security. 

H.B. 512, permitting payment to 
hospitals licensed by adjoining 
states for care rendered assistance 
recipients, died in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Health and Welfare. 


H.B. 633, enabling medical care 
to OAA recipients as provided in the 
1960 amendments to the Federal 
Social Security Act, and H.B. 690, 
medical care to OAA recipients and 
to the aged medical indigent, were 
reported DO NOT PASS by the 
House Committee on Public Health. 


It would appear obvious that the 
State of Missouri has no intention 
of taking any action to meet the 
needs for which some remedy is 
provided in the proposed Social Se- 
curity legislation. Note that legisla- 
tion which would have implemented 
the operation of the Kerr-Mills bill 
was reported “DO NOT PASS.” 


If the action of the Missouri Leg- 
islature is at all typical of that in 
other states, the argument that 
states will take care of all needs of 
the aged through the operation of 
the Kerr-Mills bill is fallacious. Our 
organization has already stated its 
positive reasons for supporting the 
proposed Social Security legislation. 
We now renew our request to Mr. 
Curtis to support the proposed So- 
cial Security approach.

The United States and Britain were well — 


advised to seek a review in the United Nations 
General Assembly session opening two months 
hence of the deadlock in negotiations for a 
nuclear test ban. Despite the impasse in Ge- 
neva, both Western powers are willing to con- 
tinue conferences there. But they believe 
that in view of Soviet intransigence over the 
troika principle the only hope of progress 
may lie in placing the issue once more before 
the United Nations. 


This procedure is correct because the United 
States has an excellent record of genuine ef- 
fort in trying to obtain a nuclear test ban 
treaty. This record should be given the widest 
possible publicity, and the place to do it is in 
the United Nations. The West should do more 
than explain what it has done in the past, 
however; it should use the record to pursue an 
agreement, regardless of how dim the pros- 
pects seem at the moment. 


The decision to go to the U.N. implies a de- 
cision to postpone for some weeks any action 
looking toward a resumption of tests by the 
West. This, we think, is all to the good. 
President Kennedy’s scientific advisers have 
only begun their examination of the problem, 
and a hasty judgment is not called for. Over- 
riding military considerations favoring a test 
resumption would have to be at hand in order 
to offset the disadvantage to the West in world 
opinion. Meanwhile going to the U.N. shows 
that the West will go the limit in an effort to 
obtain a test-ban treaty. 


In addition to the British-American note to 
U.N. Secretary General Hammarskjold asking 
that the Assembly take up the issue, the 
United States dispatched a message to Mos- 
cow accusing the Soviet Union of trying to 
“sabotage” the treaty negotiations that have 
been in progress nearly three years. Sabotage 
is not too harsh a word. There is no doubt 
the Russians lost interest in a treaty at this 
time and wrecked the prospects by insisting on 
a veto over the proposed control system. 


The West, however, should seek to continue 
negotiating for two reasons: One, that condi- 
tions may arise which would cause the Rus- 
sians to reverse their present position, and 
two, that the Soviets would like to place the 
onus for breaking off the talks on the West. 
It is important that lines of communication 
be kept open in.this period of tension; other- 
wise the time may come when both sides will 
be forced to act even though both would rather 
talk, 


Ah, Summer of Our Delight 


Judging from our own experience over the 
last half-century, Weatherman Brancato is not 
risking much when he announces that on the 
basis of a “calculated guess” and not on a 
“true statistical analysis” the cool weather in 
St. Louis this summer is probably a once-in-a- 
lifetime proposition. But whether or no, this 
is a summer that will become the stuff of 
legend. 

It is also the summer, just for the record, 
when the weather bureau decided to give us 
the odds on rainfall in a particular area. We 
have now become conditioned to reading, 
“chance of showers at specific place tonight 
6 in 10.” What we would like to know, of 
course, is just where the specific place may 
be that Mr. Brancato will, possibly, favor with 
a downpour. 

For the householder looking at the sky and 
wondering whether to water his newly-planted 
shrubs it is small comfort to learn that the 
odds favor a shower somewhere. What he 
wants to know, Mr. Brancato, is this: “Is it 
going to rain on my shrubs tonight, or not?” 
Unless this intelligence can be communicated, 
the rainfall odds will remain for us an oddity 
in the realm of meteorological statistics. What 
we mean is, for the birds. 


Medical Malpractice in Drugs 


The disclosure that some physicians are 
turning over free drug samples to repackers 
for sale must surely mark a new low point in 
professional behavior. 

It has been stoutly contended by the pro- 
fession that free samples received from the 
drug companies did not constitute any finan- 
cial favor. But surely no one would stoop to 
the sale of samples unless there was money 
in it. Repackaging of drugs is potentially dan- 
gerous and the physician who makes himself 
a source of supply ought to know it. 


There is always the danger of mixing and 
mislabeling the drugs, and some of those 
seized by the F&DA have been so mixed and 
mislabeled. In one instance the agency said 
a potent drug called Tofranil, used for treat- 
ing mental depression, had been mislabeled 
sometimes as Donnazyme, a preparation for 
mild gastro-intestinal conditions, and some- 
times as Albee with vitamin C, a product that 
is sold without a doctor’s prescription. The 
substitution, said the agency, could cause the 
user serious harm. 

Apparently this dangerous practice has 
reached sizable proportions, for the F&DA 
has made 15 seizures within a two-week pe- 
riod, one of them valued at more than $50,000 
at retail prices, and the agency has put its 
full resources into stamping it out, urging all 
druggists with repackaged sample drugs on 
their shelves to destroy them. Here is one 
more powerful argument for bringing under 
control the methods which some drug houses 
use to promote their product. | 


Castro’s New Party : 


Fidel Castro is expected to announce a new 
Cuban political party on July 26th, a major 
revolutionary anniversary. Cuban newspapers 
already have begun speaking of the “Inte- 
grated Revolutionary Organizations” (0.R.1.), 
and have ceased mentioning Castro’s original 
26th of July Movement and the Communist- 
led Popular Socialist party. Presumably these 
two will be absorbed into the O.R.L. 

The formalities involved are hardly signifi- 
cant. The Popular Socialist party already was 
the only recognized party in Cuba and 
changing its name will not mean much. The 
26th of July Movement has practically ceased 
to exist. This »was the middle-class group of 
rebels who led the fight against Dictator Ba- 
tista, but soon became, along with labor 
unions and the army, a victim of the new 
“proletarian” revolution. 

Why, then, would Castro bother to consoli- 
date a disappearing movement with an all- 
powerful party? One answer is that he may 
wish to extend Marxist domination over every 
facet of political life, including elements not 
part of the Communist front. And another 


possibility is that he wants to consolidate his 
own personal control of the political’ ma- 
chinery of the state, including the Communist 
party. | ; 

The two answers are not necessarily contra- 
dictory. Castro is a proud and jealous man; 
though an admitted convert to Marxism he is 
not subject to being ruled by the Marxists. 
From the Communist point of view he is not 
totally reliable. But whatever his motives in 
founding the O.R.I., the result for the Cuban 
people will be a monolithic one-party state. 
That seems to be inevitable in a dictatorship. 


The Pace for the Stadium 


Two St. Louis corporations subscribed 
$50,000 each, and a subscription for the same 
amount was received from the AFL-CIO Car- 
penters’ District Council prior to yesterday’s 
meeting for the start of the drive to raise, 
roughly, $2,500,000 still needed to round out 
the $20,000,000 of local equity money for the 
downtown stadium and adjoining facilities. 


A loan of $31,000,000 already has been 
promised by Equitable Life to facilitate com- 
pletion of the first phase of a project which 
eventually will replace 31 blocks of blighted 
property at an estimated cost of $89,000,000. 
This stage includes the building of the 50,000- 
seat stadium, parking garages and a motel 
facing the riverfront national park. 


The carpenters’ subscription probably is the 
most significant received so far, except the 
original one of $5,000,000 by Anheuser-Busch. 
Like the business firms, the carpenters recog- 
nized self-interest. The project will provide 
thousands of jobs for construction workers 
even before it brings new visitors and cus- 
tomers to the city. But they also recognized 
an obligation to contribute to the strengthen- 
ing of the business center through urban 
renewal, and the beneficial effect this will 
have on all the city’s neighborhoods by firm- 
ing up tax revenues from the downtown 
section. 

Pride—civic pride—also played a part in 
the carpenters’ subscription, we are sure. It 
must be a rare St. Louisan indeed who can 
resist the desire to have at least a small part 
in the rebuilding of his city. No doubt that is 
why the stadium committee is so confident 
that it will have the needed subscriptions in 
hand within weeks. That will be quick work, 
and we trust it will be prophetic of the pace 
at which the actual construction will be 
pushed. It will be quite a job, but with en- 
thusiasm, the stadium could be finished in 
time for the St. Louis bicentenary in 1964. It 
should be. 


The Subsidized Cadillac 


Secretary of Agriculture Freeman has used 
the publicity stunt of a New York farmer- 
business man as an occasion for saying some 
things about our governmental system that 
needed saying. The New Yorker, William 
Smith of Big Flats, created a stir a few days 
ago by turning up in a $6000 Cadillac on 
which he said he had made a down-payment 
with the money the government paid him for 
not planting 104 acres of corn. 


As it developed, Mr. Smith operates a road- 
side restaurant and dairy bar near his 1200- 
acre dairy farm, so he is not exactly the typi- 
cal farmer for whom the subsidy programs 
are intended. Mr. Freeman pointed out that 
Mr. Smith advocated eliminating all govern- 
ment farm programs “even though he said 
‘some people will be hurt.’” He noted the 
farm program is primarily for farmers whose 
net income last year averaged less than $1000. 


“What Mr. Smith really meant,’ Mr. Free- 
man said, “was that he would not be hurt, 
while millions of full-time farmers who have 
no auxiliary business to fall back on would be 
left to the mercy of a market that would offer 
them a return much lower than the shockingly 
meager one cited.” 


Some may wonder, Mr. Freeman added, why 
the feed-grain subsidy program does not ex- 
clude wealthy farmers who clearly need no 
assistance. The answer is that programs to 
benefit the general public provide services 
for the few who do not need them as well as 
for the majority who do. Rich as well as poor 
benefit from free public schools, social securi- 
ty, postal rates. It is Mr. Smith’s privilege 
to benefit from our system. If he thinks it ab- 
surd that the government should enable him 
to make a down-payment on a luxury motor 
car, well, we suggest the Treasury would be 
glad to have him return the money. 


Lake County’s Blueprint 


Do the people of St. Clair county want to 
clean up their tax mess, put the county on a 
paying basis and pave the way for at least 
minimum efficiency in their politics-ridden 
government? It sounds like a big order. But 
all they have to do is follow the pioneering 
example of Lake county in the Metropolitan 
Chicago area. 


As was developed in a special Post-Dispatch 
report from Waukegan, Lake county saved 
enough in wasted tax money by eliminating 
the unwieldy township tax collection system 
to solve its financial problems and add many 
public services as well. St. Clair county is 
$1,000,000 in debt and getting in deeper all 
the time. Elimination of the township collection 
system would save the county about $100,000 
a year in salaries and collection fees now being 
poured down the rat-hole of patronage. 


If the savings were put into business ma- 
chines for calculating taxes, billing taxpayers 
and distributing money to the various taxing 
bodies, other substantial savings no doubt 
would result. For instance, St. Clair county’s 
major taxing districts last year had to spend 
some $200,000 in interest on tax anticipation 
warrants because of unnecessary delays in col- 
lection and distribution of public funds. 


As Lake county’s experience proves, the 
township in a metropolitan area is an unneces- 
sary administrative layer. Tax-collecting and 
associated functions can be handled more ef- 
ficiently at the county level, and ought to 
be performed by officials and workers hired 
on merit, not politics. There is nothing to 
prevent St. Clair county from following the 
Lake county blueprint. 


Not only is this the way to put the county 
in the black but it is an essential first step 
toward attracting industry to that area’s thou- 
sands of acres of potential plant sites. New 
industry means new jobs and an expanding 
tax base supporting improved schools and 
other public services. A good way of creating 
a climate attractive to industry is to put local 

, government on a paying basis. Can the people 
of St. Clair county meet the challenge?

Use or Waste Atomic Power? 


Congress Argues Over Federal Employment of Reactor Heat vs. Pumping It Into a River

WASHINGTON. 
Should the enormous by - product 
steam heat generated at the Govern- 
ment’s new plutonium reactor at Han- 
ford, Wash., be turned into electricity 
or go to waste in the Columbia river? 


The answer to that question has in 
it the potential of the biggest public 
versus private power struggle since 
Muscle Shoals. It’s 
sudden emergence

The by-product 
heat would produce 
an estimated 
700,000 to 800,000 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity, enough to serve a city of a 
million. The heat, in the form of low- 
pressure steam, is a free by-product of 
the manufacture of plutonium out of 
uranium. If harnessed by the $145,000,- 
000 reactor being built by the Bonne- 
ville Power Administration, to be com- 
pleted in 1962, it would be the largest 
block of nuclear power in the world. 

But to harness it would cost $95,000,- 
000 from taxpayers’ money for gener- 
ators and facilities. It would also put 
the Atomic Energy Commission into 
the power business, probably for keeps. 

‘Harness it!’’ cries Representative 
Holifield (Dem.), California, chairman 
of the Joint Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy. ‘The reactor is being built any- 
way. There is a by-product, heat, as a

result of this fissioning of the atom. 
You can blow the heat into the air, you 
can turn it into the Columbia river, 
or you can run it through a generator 
and produce practically twice the 
amount of energy that is produced by 
Bonneville Dam.” 

‘Don’t harness it!” cries Represent- 
ative James E, Van Zandt (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, “There is something 
here more basic than economics, inter- 
national prestige, and knowledge of 
nuclear technology. It is whether or 
not the Government should expand its 
position in the electric power industry, 
and whether or not it is wise to put 
AEC in the power business with TVA 
and the Department of the Interior.” 

Representative Melvin Price (Dem.), 


Illinois, quoted former AEC Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss for multi-purpose re- 
actors and as saying that any future 
plutonium reactor should be of the con- 
vertible type. 

Not use the heat? It would be “un- 
conscionable waste,” said Representa- 
tive Al Ullman (Dem.), Oregon. 

“What madness is it that possesses 
us to seriously talk about spending 
$95,000,000 on such a bucket of bolts?”’ 
cried Representative Craig Hosmer 
(Rep.), California. 

“Over and above all economic argu- 
ments,”’ he continued, ‘I think that no- 
body has yet touched upon the real 
reason that this project should be 
knocked out — this is a part of the 
decades-old scheme by Fabian social- 
ists to capture or control the power of 
the nation in order to implement their 
socialist desires.” 

On the first go-round the House 
knocked out the $95,000,000 Administra- 
tion appropriation, 176 to 140, on July 
13. Nearly everybody agrees, however; 
that this was just the start. The Senate 
has restored the fund and will dicker 
with the House for some other econ- 
cession, 

In any event the nuclear age almost 
certainly will now pose the problem 
again and again: huge by-products of 
heat and steam from plants too huge 
for private industry to build; should it 
be used or turned loose like smoke out 
of a smokestack? 

“It will be the largest bloc of power 
(if Hanford is harnessed) produced 
from one heat source in this country, 
probably the world,” Mr. Van Zandt 
agreed, 


Between Book Ends Five Basic Periods of Soviet Production 


SOVIET INDUSTRALIZATION, 1928- 


1952, by Naum Jasny, (The Univer- 
sity of Chicago Press, 467 pgs., $10.) 


This book, written by a 77-year-old 
Russian-born analyst of Soviet affairs, 
is a detailed work on the Russian econ- 
omy devoted mainly to a study of Sta- 
lin’s great drive for industrialization. 

Stalin inaugurated a series of Five- 
Year Plans with fixed quotas which 
were not only met, but exceeded, ac- 
cording toRussian spokesmen. Jasny. 
insists that these claims are fraudu- 


lent. He maintains that each of the 


Five-Year Plans launched failed to 
reach all of its objectives. The first 
and third Five-Year Plans failed com- 
pletely, he explains, and the sixth was 
considered so impractical that it was 
scrapped before it was ever formally 
approved. Because of.these facts, Jas- 
ny rejects the Five-Year Plans as a 
reasonable basis for examining the 
progress of Soviet industrialization. In 
their place, he substitutes five basic 
periods which he hopes will eventually 
be accepted as more relevant to an 
analysis of the Soviet economy. 

They are: The ‘‘Warming Up” (1929- 
30), the “All-Out Drive’ (1931-33), the 
“Three ‘Good’ Years’ (1934-36), the 
“Purge Era’”’ (1937-40), and the ‘‘Stalin 
Has Everything His Way”’ (1941-52) era. 

Prior to the decision to industrialize 
Russia, a New Economic Policy had 
been started in 1921. With the help of 
independent and self-sufficient peas- 
ants, economic conditions in the Soviet 
Union, which had been seriously dis- 
rupted by the Revolution, improved 
considerably, But the progress made 
was apparently not enough to satisfy 
the more impatient and ambitious of 
the Bolsheviks such as Stalin. 

In their determination to convert 
Russia from an agrarian into an indus- 
trial country, Stalin and his supporters 
placed the emphasis on producers’ 
goods rather than on consumers’ goods. 
According to Jasny, this decision was 
of the greatest importance, He ex- 


plains: “Holding down private con- 
sumption levels lower than anybody 
could have ‘believed possible was the 
key to the economic growth of the So- 
viet economy during the quarter cen- 
tury of Stalin’s complete rule.” 

For the United States, this economic 
progress in certain specific areas con- 
stitutes a greater threat than the philo- 
sophical views of the Soviet founders. 
For, if the leaders of the under-de- 
veloped countries of the world should 
fail to understand the high price in hu- 
man freedom which the Russian peo- 
ple have had to pay to achieve eco- 
nomic progress, then they may yet 
ally themselves with the Soviet. 

Jasny is not timid on this point—he 
makes clear that the ideals of Marx, 
who envisioned a state of economic 
equals, have been abandoned as the 
Drive for Industrialization has been 
intensified. Unfortunately, however, a 
great many people in the world have 
not learned this fact, and unless they 
do—we are in danger of losing the 
Cold War without having fired a shot. 

By the end of the “Warming Up” 
period (1930), a clear-cut ideology had 
matured and the following year an 
‘‘All-Out’’Drive was started. To achieve 
the goals of collectivization and large- 
scale-industrialization, the Government 
siphoned off huge amounts of funds for 
investment. To some extent, at least, 
this money has been used to imple- 
ment unrealistic claims. By the end 
of 1933, the Soviet economy was in 
an unhealthy state. Production, as well 
as consumption levels, had declined. 
Then, the ailing economy rallied. Be- 
ginning in 1934, “‘Three ‘Good’ Years” 
started. Recovery was achieved by 
keeping consumption levels low for two 
years and relaxing them somewhat in 
the third, 

“The Purge Era” of 1937-40 para- 
lyzed the economy, But following World 
War II and continuing until Stalin’s 
death, he had “Everything His Way.” 
During these years, industry, construc- 


tion, transportation and national in 
come grew very rapidly. With Stalin’s 
death, a de-frosting process was initi- 
ated. By the end of 1956, this process 
gradually was speeded up, with the 
result that more realistic planning 
methods and decentralization of in- 
dustry were introduced. Multiple prices 
were eliminated. Eventually, steps 
were taken to reduce the enormous 
stratification of wages, and to produce 
more consumer goods. 

Despite these moves, however, the 
Soviet economy remains geared to an 
ever-increasing production of pro- 
ducers’ goods. By strangulating con- 
sumption, hugh funds were placed in 
the hands of the state. This money was 
used for both rapid industrialization 
and even greater militarization, 

As a result, while the total personal 
income and constant prices of the ex- 
panded population increased by about 
30 per cent from 1928-52, the real value 
of the funds in the hands of the state 
for investment increased almost eight- 
fold and those for the armed forces al« 


. most 26 times. During this period, the 


output of producers’ goods increaset 
about nine times while that of con- 
sumers’ goods merely doubled. Whi 
construction increased about five-fold, 
farm output igcreased at a rate com- 
parable to that of population. 

Reading Jasny’s account of Soviet 
industrialization, one is impf@ssed with 
the effectiveness of the Rus#ans to in- 
dustrialize rapidly. Durmg 1952-56, 
national income increased annually 
about 9 per cent; industriel output 11 
per cent, and even farm output by 
5 per cent. These are high rates. 

But, this astonishing progress was 
achieved only at great cost to the peo- 
ple of the Soviet Union, and it is this 
lesson that the rest of the world should 
remember. Whether the price paid 
was too high is one of the great ques- 
tions of this age.

But the big, brave talk, on 
most of whose sources the Presi- 
dent could and should enforce a 
moratorium, carries the poten- 
tial of as great a danger as any 
other. 

It could make a hideous fact 
of the impression it creates that 
this Government has irrevocably 
concluded that war is the only 
possible means of sustaining our 
rights in Berlin. 

Acceptance of this in Great 
Britain, for instance, would in- 
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tween saying much and doing 
little that weakens world confi- 
dence. On Friday Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk used stern 
words merely to reannounce that 
this Government will never 
agree to a “‘troika’’ United Na- 
tions Secretariat. 

The Attorney General ‘‘cau- 
tioned” Premier Khrushchev 
that the American people cannot 
be pushed too far’; (according 
to the Associated Press) Speaker 
Rayburn told William H. Law- 
rence on A.B.C. that the United 
States ‘‘will have to meet force 
with force in the coming show- 
down over Berlin. 


The fact that President Ken- 
nmedy spent Sunday morning, as 
he spends most mornings, talking 
on the telephone to ‘‘a number 
of high officials’’ was made pub- 
lic in a fashion to assure the big 
headlines it got in Washington. 


But on Sunday also the country 
and the world were informed 
that the United States once again 
had postponed positive action on 
the resumption of nuclear test- 
ing, even to perfect devices of 
seismic detection, 


Hamlet’s Comment. 


It did so, and in consequence 
prolonging the risk to national 
security that the President has 
stated to be actual and informed 
members of Congress have been 
urging him to terminate, by ask- 
ing the UN General Assembly, 
which does not meet until Sept.

Bill Broadens 
Savings, Loan 


Group Field 


Three problems of major and 
growing concern in the housing 
field—urban renewal, housing 
for elderly citizens and ‘‘trade- 
in” housing—will receive great- 
er attention from the nation’s 
savings and loan associations as 
a result of the 1961 Housing Act, 


a top savings and loan official 
said yesierday. 

C. Elwood Knapp, president of 
the United States Savings and 
Loan League, said the housing 
bill signed by President Kennedy 
on July 3 contains provisions for 
stepped-up participation by sav- 
ings and loan institutions in 
these three areas. ‘ 


Knapp noted that these new 
avenues of action for savings 
and Joan associations come at a 
time when the bad-debt reserve 
allowance of these institutions is 
under attack from commercial 
banking groups. 


“Quite obviously, these new 
areas of activity will represent 
for our institutions some hazards 
over and above those usually as- 
sociated with our traditional in- 
vestments in single-family 
homes,’’ Knapp stated. ‘‘A harm- 
ful change in the reserve allow- 
ance provisions of our tax law 
would work against broad exer- 
cise of these new powers by our 
institutions.” 

Investment Trusts. 

Under one section of the bill, 
federal savings and loan associa- 
tions are empowered to invest 
up to 5 per cent of their assets 
in certificates of beneficial in- 
terest issued by ‘‘urban renewal 
investment trusts.” These trusts 
would be formed by two or more 
savings and loan associations. 


‘‘In effect, this provision pro- 
vides for a method by which the 
funds of a number of associa- 
tions may be pooled together to 
finance an urban renewal proj- 
ect, where the size and cost of 
such project would be prohibi- 
tive for a single institution,” 
Knapp said. 

Another section of the bill per- 
mits federal associations to in- 
vest up to 5 per cent of assets in 
first mortage loans on single or 
multi-family housing or on r2st 
homes or nursing homes for oc- 
cupancy by persons over 55 
years of age. Maximum term cf 
the loan would be 30 years and 
an association could lend up to 
90 per cent of appraised value. 


A third provision opens the 
way for the establishment of a 
workable and practical program 
to finance the “trade-in” of 
existing homes. 

Extended Delays. 

Knapp explained that, at pres- 
ent, a home-owner wishing to 
buy another house is usually re- 
quired to wait until he has sold 
his present dwelling, and often 
there is an extended delay be- 
tween the sale of the first home 
and the purchase of the second.

1960, is made monthly at an an- 
nual cost of $300,000. About 1850 
home owners are interviewed 
in person every three months. 
Because they are a scientifically 
selected “‘random sample,"’ the 
Census Bureau feels it can pro- 
ject from their answers home 
improvement statistics for the 
entire economy. The data are 
believed to be highly accurate, 
but not perfectly so. 

More than 90 per cent, or $2,- 
600,000,000, of the do-it-yourself 
spending was reported for sin- 
gle-family houses. Apparently 
these owners are more enthusi- 
astic about grabbing a paint 
brush or hammer than owner- 
occupants of dwellings which 
house two, three or four fam- 
ilies. The Bureau offered no ex- 
planation for the apparent dif- 
ference in enthusiasm, 

It pointed out that the figure 
of $2,900,000,000 for do-it-your- 
self outlays understates this 
kind of work in relation to con- 
tract work. The reason is that 
the do-it-yourself outlays include 


* only materials costs whereas the 


contract work outlays also in- 
clude labor. Add the value of 
the home owner's labor (what 
he could earn working for some- 
body else) and the value of do- 
it-yourself work is greater, 

Do-it-yourself dollars were 
spent mainly for alterations and 
Out- 
side work was the only major 
category of improvements and 
repairs in which do-it-yourself 
expenditures — $636,000,000 — ex- 
ceeded contract or hired labor 
outlays by $529,000,000. 

Outside work included building 
of walks and swimming pools, 
backyard patios, installing bar- 
becue facilities, putting up 
fences, grading land, etc. 

Even more money was spent 
on do-it-yourself inside altera- 
tions—$724,000,000. But this was 
far less than the $1,917,000,000 
for inside contract work. Handy 
home owners spent $636,000,000 
on painting, nearly as much as 
the $849,000,000 they paid paint- 
ers. Allowing for the labor costs 
included in the latter sum, it is 
probable that more inside paint- 
ing was done by amateurs than 
by professionals in the one- to 
four-family owner-occupied cate 
gory of houses,

Sixteen years ago this week 
in New Mexico the first 
atomic weapon was detonated. 
It brought with it the peace- 
ful prospect of unlimited 
energy to serve man's needs. 
It also raised the threat of a 
world holocaust . with the 
stockpiling of nuclear weap- 
ons by hostile powers, In the 
following dispatch a UPI re- 
porter recalls the birth of the 


atomic age.

WASHINGTON, July 21 (UPI) 

A BLIND GIRL at Albuquer- 
que, N.M., cried, “What was 
that!” 

At the same instant 200 miles 
away Mrs. H. E. Wieselman of 
E] Paso, Tex., saw what the 
blind girl had wunaccountably 
sensed. 

It was a light, many times 
more intense than the sun’s, 
which shattered the pre-<dawn 
dark for nearly three seconds. 

The hour was 5:30 a.m. Moun- 
tain War Time. The date was 
Monday, July 16, 1945. The light, 
never before seen on earth, was 
generated by splitting atoms. 

The event was the test explo- 
sion of man’s first atomic 
weapon. 

On the New Mexican desert 
125 miles southeast of the blind 
girl’s home, more than 150 miles 
from Mrs, Wieselman’s car, and 
50 miles from Alamogordo, 
N.M., some 90 scientists and 
technicians gazed with some- 
thing amounting to disbelief at 
what they saw. 

William L. Laurence, distin- 
guished science writer for the 
New York Times, who reported 
the event for the War Depart- 
ment, heard a military man say, 
“The long hairs (scientists) have 
let it get away from them.”’ 

The moment of disbelief 
passed. Men schooled in the 
hard disciplines of science were 
dancing like primitive tribes- 
men, Dr. G, B. Kistiakowsky of 
Harvard, who would become 
President Ejisenhower’s chief 
scientific adviser, embraced Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer, the 
genius credited with bringing a 
two billion dollar gamble to a 
successful payoff. 

Even before the shock wave 
hit—knocking down two men 
who rose to their feet too soon— 
the scientists who made the 
thing were shouting to each 
other, “It works!” 

It was about 100 seconds be- 
fore the witnesses, ranged two 
to nine miles from the scene, 
heard the voice of the monster 
they had created. 


Laurence has described it as 
“a mighty thunder” like “the 
blast from thousands of block- 
busters going off simultaneously 
at one spot.” 

This wave of sound was 
heard or felt in three states 
out to a distance of some 250 
miles from the explosion. But 
for three weeks, thanks to the 
wartime Office of Censorship, 
no inkling of what had hap- 
pened got into print. 

But the word nevertheless had 
been widely spread. On the day 
of the blast President Harry S. 
Truman was in Potsdam, Ger- 
many, for a conference to start 
the next day with Joseph Stalin.

He received this message 
from Secretary of War Henry L. 
Stimson: ‘‘Babies satisfactorily 
born.”” Eight days later Truman 
casually mentioned to Stalin 
something about a ‘‘new weapon 
of unusual destructive force.”’ 

Stalin, whose spies had told 
him much about America’s two 
billion dollar Manhattan, Project, 
didn’t blink an eye. He just said 
he hoped the weapon would be 
used to end the war with Japan. 

On July 26, 1945, the Potsdam 
allies delivered a surrender ulti- 
matum to Japan. On July 29, 
Radio Tokyo denounced the ulti- 
matum as “unworthy of notice.” 
Atom bombs then were dropped 
on Hiroshinr®~aad Nagasaki, 
killing at least 120,000 persons. 

Saturation bombing with one 
airplane dropping one bomb was 
too much, The Japanese made 
their first surrender offers on 
Aug. 10, 1945, the day after the 
Nagasaki bombing. 

What they didn’t know was 
that with the destruction of Nag- 
asaki the United States had used 
up the. last of the three atomic 
bombs in its possession. 

Americans knew next to noth- 
ing about their costly atomic 
bomb project until Aug, 6, 1945, 
when Hiroshima was bombed. 
President Truman was on the 
way home from Potsdam when 
the White House issued this 
Statement about the Hiroshima

“That bomb had more power 
than: 20,000 tons of T.N.T. It had 
more than 2000 times the blast 
power of the British ‘Grand 
Slam’ which is the largest bomb 
ever yet used in the history of 
warfare. ..

With the issuance of that state- 
ment, the story of the bomb’s 
development and the New Mexi- 
can test shot was released. The 
War Department said the new 
weapon, which vaporized a 100- 
foot steel tower and turned the 
sand beneath into glass, ‘may 
even be the instrumentality to 
end all wars.” 

Stimson, who bore a great 
part of the burden of deciding to 
use the A-bomb in war, said 
“every effort is being bent’ to 
make sure the new force would. 
be used for “the security of 
peacetoving nations and the 
well-being of the world.” 

Winston Churchill, who had 
been Prime Minister during the 
long years when British scient- 
ists were working with Ameri- 
cans to perfect the bomb, prayed 
that ‘‘these awful agencies will 
be made to conduce to peace

It turned out that not even the 
scientists who made it realized 
fully the power of the early 
A-bomb, It was designed, on pa- 
per, to yield violence equal to 
20,000 tons (20 kilotons) of 
T.N.T. 

In a pool among scientists be- 
fore the shot, Oppenheimer him- 
self guessed it would be only a 
300-tonner. Some scientists be- 
lieved it would fizzle. Prof. I. I. 
Rabi of Columbia University 
picked a high yield—18,000 tons 
—only because others before him 
had picked the lower figures. 

The bomb’s actual power was 
19.1 kilotons. The test bomb, like 
the one used on Nagasaki, was 
a 10,000-pound ‘‘Fat Boy.” A 
hollow sphere of plutonium, 
about the size of a baseball, was 
squeezed into a “critical mass” 
by the detonation of chemical 
explosives surrounding it. 


Even before the Alamogordo 
test shot of the plutonium 
bomb, scientists were planning 
the 1000 times more powerful 
H-bomb. In the famous Smyth 
repest issued after the Japa- 
nese bombings, the statement 
was made that with develop- 
ment of more efficient nuclear 
weapons, “Civilization would 
have the means to commit sui- 
cide at will.” 

A French physicist frightened 
the world by asserting that A- 
bomb explosions might trigger 
nuclear reactions which would 
blow up the entire planet. 

It had long since been obvious 
to the bomb-makers, however, 
that only hard-to-create special 
materials and conditions could 
produce an atomic explosion. 

A nuclear chain reaction re- 
sulting in destruction of the 
earth, they said, is impossible. 
But how about a political chain 
reaction resulting in mutually 
destructive atomic war? 

As long as America enjoyed 
an A-bomb monopoly, this 
seemed unlikely. But Russia 
broke the United States monop- 
oly on Aug. 29, 1949. America 
then tested an H-bomb on Nov. 
1, 1952. Russia followed suit on 
Aug. 12, 1953. 


Meanwhile, Great Britain and 
France have joined the bomb- 
makers. Experts believe at least 
a dozen nations, including Red 
China, could get into the club 
in one to half a dozen years. 

As of now the United States 
has staged more than 170 nu- 
clear explosions, Russia 
more than 70, Britain 21 and 
France 4. 

These explosions add up in 
power to about 174,000,000 tons 
of T.N.T. This is more than 
87 times the tonnage of all

bombs dropped on Germany 
and Japan in World War IL

the Turkish coast from a Greek island 
called Navarone. 

Several thousand Allied troops on a near- 
by iskand cannot be supplied or taken off 
because of the guns. The guns cannot be 
destroyed by air or naval bombardment because they are 
secessed in ‘caves, and the only place where the coast is 
thinly guarded and a landing feasible has mountainous seas 
and sheer cliffs. 

A commando team is assembled, headed by a mountain 
climber now an officer, Gregory Peck. Others are Anthony 
Quayle as a British major, Anthony Quinn as a grim Greek 
colonel who is sworn to kill Peck when the war is over 
because he blames Peck for the murders of his: family by 
Germans, a feckless corporal (David Niven) of wealthy back- 
ground, who is an explosive expert, a dour mechanic and 
killer (Stanley Baker), and another expert with a knife 
(James Darren), who was born on the island. 

Director J. Lee Thompson has fashioned this with hard 
realism and terrific suspense, shooting most of the outdoor 
scenes on the island of Rhodes. The long struggle of the com- 
mandos to get out of the sea from their sinking boat and 
climb the cliff is a nail-biting, nerve-wracking sequence. Their 
contact with two women resistance fighters (Irene Pappas and 
Gia Scala), their evasion of the Germans hunting them, their 
entrapment and later escape, and their discovery of treachery 
are all handled on a scale of high adventure. The climax 
when they try to get to the guns is breathtaking in its tension. 

This does not compare with another war picture, “The 
Bridge on the River Kwai,’ as to a point of view, saying 
something pertinent, although there is some attempt at intel- 
lectual content in discussions of the justification of ruthless- 
ness in war. And a couple of touches, especially pertaining to 
the women fighters, are frankly theatrical. But for sheer 
excitement and gripping story telling (the lean script was 
written by producer Carl Foreman) this is hard to beat. It 
will rank as one of the best films of the year. 


A Droll Fellow be 

“ROMANOFF AND JULIET” is Peter Ustinov’s kidding 
of American and Soviet rival diplomacy. It regards a mythical 
romantic Balkan kingdom and espionage and counter-espio- 
nage. It’s at the SHADY OAK and is an adaptation of Ustinov’'s 
stage comedy. He wrote the screenplay, 
and also produced and directed the film in 
which he stars. 

Ustinov is a droll and whimsical fellow 
and his story shows some gentle satirical 
humor. He portrays a general, president 
of a country so tiny it isn’t on the map, who 
resists all efforts of aid from the United 
States and Russia. His role is that of a bearded twinkling 
Cupid who furthers the romance of the son of the Russian 
ambassador, Romanoff (John Gavin), and Juliet (Sandra Dee), 
the daughter of the American ambassador. There is some 
sly humor, such as when the Russians crack the American 
code. The Americans know it, and the Russians know the 
Americans know it, etc. There are such whimsical touches 
as the general’s little army not having ammunition because 
the country doesn’t manufacture any, and it won't become 
involved by getting it from abroad. 

This tends to be charming fluff. But I think Ustinov the 
director did Ustinov the writer and actor a disservice .by 
giving it such a dawdling, meandering pace as to slow it down 
quite a bit. It could have used more of the incisive, although 
frivolous approach George S. Kaufman gave it in his direction 
of the stage play.

The commonest type,

consists of blisters of 
various sizes although 
the skin around them 
is perfectly normal, so 
far as we can discover.

ing, thick scaling, and,

known as Senear-Usher syndrome, the face and chest 
show many kinds of rashes as well as the blisters. 

This last type gives a far brighter prospect of recovery 
than the others—indeed, for whatever reason, pneumonia is

-st until months or years after the patient has begun trying 
to cope with the disease. 

There is very little that is pleasant to report about this 
disease, although the comfort of patients, as well as prolonga- 
tion of life, is much improved by the use of cortisone. Before 
the development of that drug, there was little that could be 
done about pemphigus. .

JAMES R. HOFFA, one of the 
most controversial figures of 
contemporary American life, has 
begun the second phase of what 
labor historians may describe as 
the Hoffa era. 


At Miami Beach, 2200 dele- 
gates to the recent convention of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, roared Hoffa _ into 
office for a five-year term as 
president of the biggest and most 
powerful union in the United 
States. The delegates, a majority 
of them handpicked by pay- 
rollers of Hoffa and his subordi- 
nates across the land, rubber- 
stamped his demands for virtual 
one-man control of the 1,800,000- 
member organization, and all its 
works, which reach into every 
nook of the American economy. 

Hoffa now is free to work his 
will as the undisputed boss, un- 
encumbered by court-appointed 
watchdogs who have plagued 
him since his first election as 
president in 1957 was challenged 
in a lawsuit as rigged. 


But there was one thing that 
the delegates could not give 
Hoffa. That is “‘respectability.”’ 
Only last February, Hoffa re- 
vealed a yearning for this status 
in an appeal to Secretary of 
Labor Arthur J. Goldberg to give 
him representation on a blue- 
ribbon, White House commit- 
tee studying labor-management 
problems vital to the best in- 
terests of the country. He was 
rebuffed. Instead of acceptance, 
he got a federal subpena for all 
his financial records in the con- 
study of 
Hoffa's operations at his $4,000.- 
000 glass and marble Washington 
headquarters. 

At the convention earlier this 
month, Hoffa struck from the 
union’s constitution the last 
vestige of internal safeguards 
against criminal control in the 
organization. With this bold ac- 
tion alone he threw away any 
chance he had to join the main 
body of American labor, the 
AFL-CIO, from which he and 
his associates are banished. 

Banned from the AFL-CIO, at 
least so long as George Meany 
is its president, Hoffa’s goal is 
to split the federation between 
those with whom he can make 
common cause and those who 
seek a moral base for their 
power. Short of that are his 
schemes for a “Hoffa federa- 
tion.”” At the moment, the most 
eligible for such an alliance are 
other outcast unions, such as 
Harry Bridges’s West Coast 
Longshoremen’s Union, thrown 
out of the old CIO as Commu- 
nist-dominated, and a collection 


of other small unions expelled 
from the AFL-CIO on the same 
grounds as the Teamsters— 
corrupt and racketeer influence 
in high places. 

Hoffa has come a long way 
since the depression-ridden mid 
30s when he was a 30-cents-an- 
hour warehouse roustabout in 
Yetroit. His $50,000 annual salarv 
as Teamsters. president. was 
dutifully raised to $75,000 at the 
convention—plus allowances and 
expense account—making him 
the highest paid union . officer 
in the world. In addition, he 
gets $22,000 a year as president 
of Teamsters Local 299 at 
Detroit. 

Three times since 1957, the 
Government has tried to con- 
vict him—twice for perjury in 
connection with alleged wire- 
tapping of associates’ telephone 
calls and once for allegedly 
bribing an agent of the Senate 
labor rackets committee. His 
first perjury trial ended in a 
hung jury, the second in ac- 
quittal anda jury threw out 
the bribery charges. The In- 
ternal Revenue Service carefully 
checks his income tax records 
but, so far, has found only a 
deficiency of a few thousand 
dollars, which he paid. 

The Government used _ hun- 
dreds of federal agents against 
him in the three-year Senate in- 


vestigation of his activities. He 
disdained use of the Fifth 
Amendment before the Senate 


committee. His inability to re- 
member questionable situations 
in which he allegedly was in- 
volved infuriated his interrogat- 
ors. In most such instances he 
referred Senators to associates 
who did invoke the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 


In*the last three years he 
has attracted the most dis- 
tinguished array of dedicated 
enemies of any person of 
modern times, in or out of 
public life. 

One of his adversaries, who 
stated last autumn he will not 
rest easy so long as Hoffa is 
free, is President John F. 
Kennedy. The President's 
brother, Robert F. Kennedy, 
who was chief counsel for the 
Senate rackets committee, is 
now the. Attorney General. 
Arthur Goldberg, who as spe- 
cial counsel for the AFL-CIO 
ethical practices committee, 
engineered Hoffa’s trial and 
expulsion from the federa- 
tion, is Secretary of Labor. 
John Miller, counsel for the 
court-appointed monitors who 
spent years trying to ‘“‘re- 


form” Hoffa,*is an assistant 
attorney general in charge of 
the Justice Department crimi- 
nal division. Carmine Bellino, 
the accountant who document- 
ed the cases against

to back a now-defunct land de- 
velopment deal in which he al- 
legedly had a_ hidden financial 


interest. United States District 
Judge Joseph P. Lieb dismissed 
the charges on the ground that 
the jury that the in- 
dictment was improperly  se- 
lected.

Involved in the investigation 
are the financial records of the 
late Gene San Soucie, former 
St. Louis Teamsters leader, and 
in recent years Hoffa's lieu- 
tenant at Indianapolis. Both 
Hoffa and San Soucie denied at 
Mrs. Huck’s trial any knowledge 
of a fur piece and a trip to 
Honolulu which Mrs. Hucks al- 
legedly told friends she received 
for tampering with the telephone 
slips. 

Such are the crosses Hoffa 
has to bear. His hour of triumph 
at Miami Beach. was marred,

Your Baby and Mine 


CAR TRAVEL ISN’T EASY on small children. They get 
tired of being harnessed in one spot, tired of scenery rushing 
past, tired of waiting for meals, and on and on. Inaction is 
not a child’s dish. 

Naturally, you'll start early in the morning because it {s 
coolest and better time is made. Stop early for lunch. The 


children will be ravenous, and you'll get better service if you | 


arrive before the noon hour rush. 


Do the same early in the afternoon. Stop by 4 or 
4:30, take baths all around, get out where the children 
can romp, run and stand on their heads to get the 
travel kinks out of their legs. 

It’s smart to take some snacks along for the chil- 
dren, but don’t let these be eaten continually. They 
spoil their appetites and their tummies. If you have 
fruit or crackers and a thermos jug of water, stop 
midmorning and partake of these and then put them 
away. Do the same mid-afternoon. 


Don’t always relegate the children to the back seat of the 
car. Put two of them up front with Daddy (the oldest ones, 
of course) and let Mommy move back with the youngest. 
This change of scene and viewpoint and conversation is good 
for all concerned—keeps back-seat conflicts from developing. 

There are games which can be played in a car; checkers, 
dominoes, simple jig-saw and other puzzles, also sit-down 
amusements such as crayons, books, dolls and favorite toy 
animal for the small ones.
